HUGHES WARNS

Says We ‘Must Beware of 
Spurious Patriotism. 


Cautions Against One-Man 
Power in Government.

WELLESLEY (Mass.) Juno 14.— 
Charles E. Hughes, in an address at 
the Wellesley College commence- 
ment exercises today, cautioned his 
hearers that in an appreciation of 
the difficulties which have accom- 
panied the period after the war, 
“we must avoid a distorted view and 
we must not fail to realize that the 
great heart of the nation has not 
changed in a few months.” His 
subject was “the patriotism of 
peace.” 

He contrasted the unified efforts 
of war time with the absence of 
a compelling motive and the rush 
of competing interests that have 
followed. 

“Uniess we ein peace time“ he 
“that sentiment 
which prompts a continuous and 
self-sacrificing devotion to public 
ends, the sacrifices of patriotism. in 
war will have been in vain. Our 


national ideals are not bound up in 
anything short of establishing and 


maintaining constitutional govern- 
ment which is the sure base of lib- 
ertv. 


SPURIOUS PATRIOTISM. 

“Tt ig a spurious patriotism that 
is linked to the triumph of any 
creed or class, or becomes the 
— of bigotry. 

rooted in the essential insti- 
tutions of justice and individual lib- 
erty—that is the national ideal. 

“We have talked so much of free 
institutions that we are apt to think 
that they will take care of them- 
selves. Our reeent and current ex- 
perlences should disabuse us of this 
notion. We have too many e“ 
dences of a readiness to take ad- 
vantage of opportunity to establish 
autocratic administration. The tend- 
ency to crave and assert arbitrary 
power, to use power ruthlessly, is 
more apparent with us than devo- 
tion to the cause of liberty. 

“The motto for democracy must 
be edué¢ate, educate, educate,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hughes. “You can 
find no other security than the in- 
telligence and conscience of the 
people. But you cannot at once 
educate and stifie opinion. There is 
hope in the free air, there is tonic 
in confidence in ultimate success of 
what you strongly believe to be true, 
but the policy of denying free ex- 
pression of political opinions is death 
to the republic, for that expression 
‘ig ite vital force. 

“The practice of putting large dis- 
eretionary powers at the disposal 
of officers needs a cure. The patriot 
in peace demands government upon 
established principles, and he should 
always be ready to contest officialism 
and bureaucracy, with its readiness 
to suppress individual freedom dy 
capricious administrative action 
and to install in departments of a 
supposed free government what is 
nothing short of a region of terror.”

The Los Angeles City Board of 
Education last night « declined to 
make any additionaf increase in the

At 
the same time it set forth that, if 
the Supervisors will increase the tax 
levy for school purposes so as to 
make the desired increase possible, 
the board will make no objection to 
the step.

The following are some of the 
considerations that have entered into 
the reasoning and decision of the 
Board of Education: 

(a) Los Angeles stands at the 
top of all cities in the United States 
in the cost of public education, as 
shown by the government census 
report for 1918, and the per cent 
of moneys spent for education, com- 
pared with all other municipal ex- 
penses, is higher than in any other 
city of a population of 500,000 and 
over. 

To provide schools for a district 
which is 620 square miles in area, 
much of which is sparsely settled 
and difficult of access by public 
conveyance, and all of which is sub- 
ject to many changes in local con- 
ditions, is a very different and a 
very much more expensive proposi- 
tion than is presented in the stable 
conditions of an old and compact 
community. 
(b) The school attendance in 
Los Angeles, in proportion to ‘the 
population, averages higher than in 
most cities, and thus adds to the 
cost of education. 

The disproportionate attendance 
is especially marked in the high 
schools, which have expanded be- 
yond all comparison and all ex- 
pectation. : 

Another factor that contributes 
very materially to the greater ex- 
pense of public education in Los 
Angeles is the fact that intermediate 
school-teachers are ranked in the 
department of high schools and paid 
high school salaries. But they have 
abun@antly justified the added cost 
by the addition made to the school 
life of the individual child and the 
increased number of children bene- 


fited. 

RAISES GIVEN. 
(c) The increase of teachers’ sal- 
aries already granted since the year 
1912-1914 has been as follows: 

Minimum salary of elementary 
teachers from $744 to $1400; 88 per 
cent increase.

Thirteen may be an unlucky num- 
ber for Elgin Carson, a negro, who 
went on trial yesterday in Judge 
Crais's court for the murder of 
George G. Sleeper, a Pacific Electric 
motorman, last September 25.

CHURCH SALE FRAUD 
CHARGE IS FAILURE. 


ORGANIZATION OF WHICH REV 
BAKER LEE WAS FORMERLY 
PASTOR WINS COURT TIFF. 


Word was received here yesterday 
that the State Supreme Court has 
affirmed the judgment of the local 
Superior Court, in favor of 
Christ Church, a religious body of 
this city, of which Rev. Baker P.

It looks as if the only way Sam Gom- 
pers could be satisfied would be for him 
to organize a political party of his own.

Sam Gompers filed a brief of unton-labor’s 


demands with the Republican National 


Committee. Of course, it was required that 
the strike be recognised as our national 
sport. Congress should quit trifling with 
the League covenant and other matters and 


give attention to building a gilt frame 


around the American strike—a frame which 
should set off the beauties of the picture. 


The Republican party was also expected 
to register its horror of such judges as so 
far forgot themselves as to issue injune- 
tions restraining strikers from practicing 
murder and mayhem on thoughtless work 
ers who persisted in holding their jobs in 
defiance of the mandate of the strike com- 
mittee.

HITE HOUSE ANNAIS. 

Of the nine Presidents elected by the 
people since the Civil War six were born 
within the borders of the Buckeye State. 
The election of Warren Gamaliel Harding 
would make Ohio’s seventh contribution to 
the Presidential gallery. Virginia has eight 
Presidents to her credit—Washineton, Jef- 
fergon, Madison, Monroe, Harrison, Tyler, 
Taylor and Wilson. Now that Ohio has re- 
turned to her stride she is pretty certain 
to surpa=s Virginia, but the two together 
have furnished more than half our Pres- 
dents and the rest of the country has had 
but little more than a look-in. 


One town in Massachusetts furnished two 
Presidents—both of the Adamses having 
been born in Quincy. These form the Bay 
State’s full contribu the list. North 
Carolina produced as many and two others 
were of North Carolina stock. But one 
President out of the twenty-eight was born 
in the great commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia—James Buchanan—and the Keystone 
State has not been overly proud of him. 

If Warren Harding is elected he will be 
another of the Presidents bearing an un- 
usual name—such as Ulysses Grant, Ruth- 
erford Hayes, Chester Arthur, Grover Cleve- 
land and Woodrow Wilson. Five Presidents 
were named James, three John, two An- 
drew and two William, but otherwise there 
were no repeaters. 

The country editor has helped many a 
man on the Presidential journey, but Sen- 
ator Harding is the first real specimen to 
make the grade himself. He can feel the 
joy of writing nice pieces about himself and 
‘putting them in type in his own paper.

ELTING THE MONEY. 

There are hosts of Democrats still at- 
tached to the pay roll of the Federal gov- 
ernment whose hold should long ago have 
been pried loose. Richard S. Hawes of St.

BETTER DIVORCE LAWS. 

The Pickford-Fairbanks case and oth 
ers have jerked many consciences into ac- 
tivity. Nevada in particular is suffering 
from a violent spasm of good resolutions. 
Something must positively be done about 
it. And the States tossing a few stones in 
the direction of Nevada are busy overhaul- 
ing their own s houses. 

In the meantime a definite cohesive move- 
ment hag started in California. It is taking 
concrete form under the somewhat cumber 
some title of the Society for the Promotion 
of Uniform Marriage and Divorce Laws. 
One of our brightest women lawyers, Mrs. 
Georgia Bullock, is the president. Judge 
Crail, who endeavors to dispense justice in 
the Los Angeles divorce court, is one of 
its chief sponsors. | 

For, lo, these many years the people of 
the United States have known there was 


something shady, something distinctly it 


logical and improper about the divorce 
laws of the country. In all the forty- 
eight States no two policies are quite 
alike. It is possible to be an hon 
orable grass widower in one State and a 
bigamist in another at one and the same 
time. Just a question of which side of an 
imaginary line one’s feet are on. Some States, 
like Nevada, regard the marriage tie as a 
merry little game of chance, a happy-go- 
lucky sort of an adventure, from which one 
takes one’s leave with about the same for- 
mality with which one excuses himself from 
a poker game. “Sorry to break up the par 
ty, old dear, but I have another date to 
keep.” Others again require the commis- 
sion of a particular and regrettable sin be- 
fore the case can be considered, wherefore 
the would-be divorcee proceeds to commit 
it in the cause of—er—justice. Altogether 
the American laws for the protection of the 
very foundation of a nation’s stability are 
immersed in chaos, complications, confu- 
sion and cussedness. 

The national conscience on the subject 
is alert at last. Similar organizations to 
the above mentioned are being formed in 
every State. They will aim to promote a 
twentieth amendment to the Constitution 
bt the United States providing for absolute 
unfformity of all laws pertaining to mar 
tiage, divorce, the maintenance and control 
of children and the division of property on 
divorce. 

All present laws on the subject are to be 
overhauled and four suggestions are urged 
to make marriage a more responsible un- 
dertaking. First, the publication of notice 
of marriage a reasonable period beforehand. 
Secondly, no divorce to be granted in the 
first five years of married life. Thirdly, the 
enforcement of the extradition laws in cases 
of desertion and failure to provide. Fourth- 
ly, abolition of the interlocutory decree and 
corroboration of the testimony of the par 
ties. 

The second suggestion is the outcome of 
long observation and statistics showing 
that a majority of divorces occur during the 
first five years of married life. It a couple 
can endure each other that long numerous 
crises have usually been passed and suc 
cessfully weathered. 

The chief causes of divorce are declared 
to be selfishness and ignorance of the prin- 
ciples of right living, wherefore it is urged 
that parental education be supplemented by 
special courses in our schools and colleges 


on ttre responsibilities of matrimony. 


Mrs. Bullock has compiled a list of the 
salient features noted in the recent 400 
cases filed in this city between March, 1919. 
20. Comparatively few cases are contested. 
More women than men, by two to one, in- 
stitute divorce actions. In 50 per cent of 
the cases there are no children. In 25 per 
cent only one child. An enormous propor 
tion of the cases are brought in the first 
Half the trou- 
bles originate outside the jurisdictions. 

In the State of Missouri statistics show 
that women intitute a majority of the pro- 
ceedings and that collusion frequently ex- 
ists, outside the knowledge of the court and 
attorneys. 

The society condemns the method of ad 
judicating family cases Ie criminal cases 
and urges the establishment of Courts of 
Domestic Relations. It deplores the contro 
versial attitude of the divorce courts and 
would substitute conciliatory methods. 


Ail of this sounds so reasonable and com 


servative that it is difficult to suppose there 
would be any consſderable opposition. The 
divorce attorneys would, of course, be the 
chief sufferers. Many temperamental and 
selfish people would be called upon to ex. 
ercise a little self-eontrol and a good deal 


‘of soiled family linen would be denied pub- 


lic airing. The afternoon papers would find 
their best field for sensational headlines 
less fertile. And irresponsible young peo 
ple would be required to think again before 
airfly assuming the most serious respons+ 
bility in the world. Pa 
Everyone knows that family Ute and the 
home are the basis of decent civilization 
Everybody knows that the modern attitude 
towards it leaves a great deal to be de- 
sired and that our easy laws on the sub- 
ject encourage this attitude. And almost 
every reasonable person must deplore the 
modern trend of selfish irresponsibility and 
the tears and misery in its wake. Divorce 
is sometimes bitterly necessary and desir- 


able; but an average day in a divorce court 


gives one to despair of human nature. It is 
all so trifling, so , sO cheap—tbat after. 
math of spurious vows and imitation love. 
It is time for stalwart consciences to strive 
for better tRings—for a wider prevention 
and a kinder cure.

Nast, who had begun to produce 
serious designs for Harpers Week- 
ly during the Civil War, brought out 
the donkey for the Grant-Greeley 
campaign in 72. ; 

The Republican elephant made his 
debut Nov. 7, 1874, when the Tam- 
many tiger was three years old. 

The donkey and the elephant ap- 
reared for the first time together in 
a cartoon that Nast drew “in the 
crucial year 1880. 

In the latter cartoon the fable is 
used of the donkey that donned the 
lion's skin and then roamed the for- 
eet, frightening the other animals. 
The caption of the picture is “The 
Third-term Panic.” The donkey 
wears a collar with “N. Y. Herald” 
on it, and the lion’s skin is marked 
“Caesarism.” A terrorstricken gi- 
raffe is labeled N. Y. Tribune.” and 
a stampeded gnu is named “N. Y. 
Times.” But the outstanding figure 
is that of the elephant—a beautiful 
bit of draughtmanship named “The 
Republican Vote,” lumbering and 
trumpeting away across a precari- 
ous bridge of planks called Infla- 
tion,” “Repudiation” and “Reform” 
laid over an abyss marked “South- 
ern Claims,” “Rum” and “Chaos.”

Filling Houses “Rent Free.” 

“Rent free” is a novelty in Chee 
ter, Pa., yet there are sixty houses 
offered on these terms at Llewellyn, 
in Aston township. Ten years ago 
these, together with other houses, 


were left vacant when the May Man- 


ufacturing Company closed its mills 
at Llewellyn. 

For years they stood untenanted, 
a veritable deserted village in the 
beautiful valley of the West Branch 
of Chester Creek. Even the war, 
with its demands for housing, failed 
to repeople the town. 

About a month ago some of the 
houses were rented by persons work- 
ing in the shipyards and the large

Yet these things all go tc 
make humanity happy. to vromote 
joy and content and good will, and a 
heaven in which they were all steru- 
ly taboo, a heaven devoted exelu- 
sively to psalm singing, ‘halleluiahs, 
prostrate adoration and devotional 
sloth seems peculiarly oppressive to 
the average healthy mortal. 

And it is hard to wax enthusiastic 
about a heaven without work, with- 
out definite endeavor, without stady 
and without achievement.

“Practical Inquiries Concerning the 


Occurrences and Production of Petroleum,” was prepared by George P.

and contains much of interest to oll men and students.] 


Sometime about the year 1878 theunder the operation of the afore-

Tune boy observed the “prospects” 
of seepage and asphaitum in the 
vicinity of the Ojai and boylike he 
was foolish enough to express 
opinion that the country might be 
worth prospecting for petroleum. 

The boy was generally condemned 

the “eminent geological author- 
ities” of that day for his ignorance, 
his gall and inordinate impertinence 
in offering the suggestion, in which 
Opinion several “experienced” east- 
ern oil operators coincided. 

Older and wiser men enlarged 
the scope of prospecting for petro- 
leum, followed in the footsteps of 
the boy mining scout and they were 
likewise condemned by the “geoloz- 
ists” of the day and by a class „t 
investors who relieqd upon their 
“opinions.” 

A distinguished ploneer of the 
California oil industry, the late Col. 
E. J. Bean, organized a company of 
local business men and bankers for 
the purpose of. prospecting for pet- 
roleum in Los Angeles county and 
vicinity, but the company acceptcd 
the report of an eminent geologist 
that “there was no petroleum avail- 
able in Los Angeles county or vicin.- 
ity under a depth of 6000 feet” and 
the company abandoned the project. 

PIONEER WAY. 

The late Mr. Turner of the firrg 
of Turner Brothers, producers of 
petroleum, sunk a miner's pros- 
pecting shaft on a spur of petro- 
leum-bearing ground within the city 
limits of Los Angeles and Mr. Do- 
heny, acting under the advice of Col. 
E. J. Bean, did likewise. They dis- 
covered petroleum. Neither of these 
men were geologists, but they did

A DIFFERENCE. 
We may be pardoned, for 
indulging in the violent assumption 


that there would appear to be an 
important point of difference be- 
tween the structure and material of 
the silt zone and that of the sur- 
rounding sea bed. The siit zone is 
composed of soft, yielding mud 
laden with the remnants of organic 
life; the bed of the sea upon which 
the silt zone rests is not so con- 
stituted. 

The numerous forms of ocean life, 
with which the science of paleonto!l- 
ogy has to deal, may in part 
be microscopic in character, but 
their power of reproduction is gen- 
erally conceded to be beyond the 
concept of man. These microscopic 
forms following well-established 
principles of ‘the laws of evolution 
are apparently endowed with pow- 
er of selection ag applied to the 
choice of a home environment or 
breeding place and they apparently 
select the soft yielding silt in pref- 
erence to the more dense and com- 
paratively inhospitable bed of the 
ocean, and the eternal process of 
birth, preservation and decadence 
continues underneath the seas. 
Hence, we may be permitted to in- 
fer that the great anticlinal systems 
that traverse the surface of our 
earth are formed beneath the seas, 
not by stress or by strain, but by 
the slow and eternal process of the 
deposition of silt and the evolution- 
ary processes of the foraminifera of 


the sea.

Petroleum must be viewed as a 
liquid; a liquid under re is al- 
ways in motion. Capil attraction 
is, in the opinion of the writer, the 
primary cause of petroleum seepage, 
and seepage be viewed as na- 
ture’s attempt at the process of re- 
fining. 

Seepage, therefore, when it bo- 
curs may be said to depend prin- 
cipally upon unbroken stratification 
and the dip of strata. 

Where the dip of strata is nearly 
vertical or where the stratification 
of sedimentary rocks has been brok- 
en through, faulting or otherwive, 
seepage may be ed as a minus 
quantity. 


The different gravities of petro- 


leum are in the opinion of the writer 
principally due to points of differ- 
ence in dip of stratification and rela- 
tive age of the deposits, because 
these two elements or factors con 
trol the refining process of nature 
The best evidence of this theory 
will be found in the deposits of 
asphaltum in the rim rocks sur- 
rounding deposits of leum. 
Geology classifies all solid sub- 
stances incorporated with the earih 
or imbédded within the earth as 
rock, hence the fossil remains of a 
mastodon if 5 logically considered 
would be rock. Again, this classi- 
fication should be regarded as ein 
pirica] rather than scientific. 
The classification of matter or o 
substance in all of its varied forme 
of evolution belongs to the domain 
of chemistry, rather than geology

Geology admits that 
petroleum has been found in the

but to say that petroleum has been 
found on the surface of a lake, where 
it may have been carried by the 
law of gravity, does not mean that 
petroleum has been formed there: 
neither would the finding of petrol- 
eum on the surface of a lake justi- 
fy the inference that petroleum was 
derived exclusively from fresh water. 

It may be that petroleum can be 
produced “sunthetically” by the 
chenust in his laboratory and from 
substances other than those found in 
the sedimentary anticlines of the 
earth. This class of evidence might 
demonstrate the skill of the chemist, 
but the problem is not solved by as- 
certaining what the chemist can do 
in his laboratory; it can be solved by 
tearning what Mother Nature does 
in her laboratory. 

When the geologist, aided by the 
chemist, peeps fairly into the labora- 
tory of Nature he finds petroleum to 
be a product resultant upon the de- 
composition of organic substance, 
and organic substance cannot be sci-. 


a ‘entifically classified as mineral. 


Hence the legal classification of 
petroleum as a mineral product has 
no foundation in chemistry, in ge- 
ology or in scientific fact. 

An empirical decision of a legal 
tribunal, based upon alleged grounds 
of public policy or legal fiction does 
not alter the inexorable nature of 
a scientific fact. 

In contemplation of law, hay grow- 
ing in the field is “real property.“

JURY IN ROLPH 
“CASE IS SPLIT. 


| Unable to Decide Whether He 


Was Vagrant or Cop. 


Ex-Police Head Identifies 
Many Stolen Articles. 


Were Given to Him as Part of 
Pickpocket Drive. 


Is C. A. Rolph a vagrant, or has 
he proper means of support?

During Burge’s testimony, a large 
number of pocketbooks, cigar cases 
and purses were identified by the 
ex-commissioner ag articles turned 
over to him by Rolph.

community like ours, as in almost 
every community in Southern Cali- 
fornia, it ig dangerous finance to 
reach the utmost limit of legal re- 
sources when we can neither fore- 
see the full added needs of the near 
future nor rely with certainty upon 
additional resources with which to 
meet them. 
Hence we regard the remaining 
4 cents as a “margin of safety” none 
too great for possible contingencies. 
Admitting that the high school 
tax rate is not so limited by the 
provisions of the law, the question 
has been asked, “Why not favor a 
higher rate of high school tax, and 
raise the salaries of high and inter- 
mediate teachers in larger propor- 
tion?” To which we reply that the 
high and intermediate teachers are 
receiving salaries sufficiently in ad- 
vance of those of the elementary 
teachers to for their 
higher grade of work and longer 
required period of preparation, es- 
pecially when we remember that no 
more hours of time nor any greater 
devotion to the work is rendered by 
the more highly-paid teachers. Too 
wide divergence between salaries of 
groups engenders dissatisfaction. 
The great inequality between the 


zens’ Committee and the Teachers’ 
and those of the Board of Eiuca- 
tion, occurs because they were com- 
Piled frem different sources, and 
though invited to conferences, 
their decisions were made without 
due regard to the actual figures on 
file in our Auditor’s office, or to the 
school needs of the coming year, 
known necessarily to us alone. 

The seemingly delay in our state- 
ment to the public has been caused 
by our desire to have accurate fig- 
ures, and until the close of the 
school year we could not know def- 
initely the average daily attendance 
upon which our next year’s income 
would be computed, nor the bids 
that would be received on the vast 
quantities of supplies necessary to 
carry on our schools for the coming 
ear. 

In @onsidering the salary sched- 
ule of the Board of Education the 
minimum rate is of minor im- 
portance, as but fifty-six of the to- 
tal 1968 elementary teachers re- 
ceive the minimum salary, while 
953, having taught ten years, are 
receiving the maximum; and the 
same proportions hold good in the 
kindergarten and high schools. 

We now know that the total ex- 
penses, even with this moderate 
teachers‘ increase, will be $10,530.,- 
036, of which. $7,448,870 is for 
teachers’ salaries; $993,289 for oth- 
er salaries; and $2,087,877 for an 
other purposes, including supplies, 
fuel, water, repairs, fire insurance, 
etc., and the now compulsory free 
text-books, and part-time education 
for all children over 16, and educa- 
tion for illiterates between the ages 
of 18 and 21, recently imposed upon 
us by the last Legislature, without 
an appropriation of fuuds to cover 
the same.
